T"*HIS month has been set aside by

A rial act of Congress and by presidential 
proclamation as "National Cancer Month." 
It will be observed chiefly by intensifica­ 
tion of the educational

present the most powerful weapon against 
the advances of this dreaded scourge 
of 
humanity. The war of research is being 
waged along many fronts. Literally scores 
of clues, all possessed of a certain plausi­ 
bility, are being explored More and more 
refined surgical. X-ray and radium tech­ 
niques are being perfected. 
There 
are 
hopeful announcements from the 
labora­ 
tories from time to time. 
But the fact re­ 
mains that there has been no very 
far­ 
reaching new 
discovery. 
Basically 
the 
treatment of the malady in 
its 
multiple 
forms remains about the same as it was a 
decade ago. 
But. with no new techniques 
and 
no 
new 
fundamental discoveries, it can 
be 
held in check 
The death rate probably 
can be materially reduced, 
it is necessary 
that tile population in general should 
be 
informed about what can be done for tile 
cancer victim, take 
advantages 
of 
the 
facilities already available, 
and 
provide 
more facilities of the same kind 
Such is 
the evangel which will be spread to every 
corner of the United States during April, 
chiefly through the efforts of the W omen’* 
Field Army, fighting force of th e American 
S o c i e t y for Control of Cancer, which has 
loyal units in nearly every American com­ 
m u n i t y 
It is holding the trenches until 
overwhelming 
reinforcements 
from 
the 
research laboratories ar* conscripted and 
drilled for the biu push which may end the 
war. 


Fighting Sea Titans 
r p H E American Navy is not designed for 
■** running away from a superior 
force. 
it is designed, and its ships are construct­ 
ed. for a fight to the finish with virtually 
impregnable floating fortresses. The two 
new 4 5,000-ton battleships just authorized 
by President Roosevelt 
presumably 
will 
come about as close to this ideal of 
Im­ 
pregnability as is possible at present. 
The battle remains, in the face of su b ­ 
marine and airplane, perhaps the single 
most Important factor in national defense. 
Nothing has yet been devised to challenge 
seriously Its supremacy on the seas. 
All 
ifs more agile rivals apparently have been 
able to do Is force it to adopt heavier and 
more complete armor 
and In so doing 
have made it a more efficient fighting m a ­ 
chine. 
Today it may be 
considered 
as 
virtually unsinkable. 
Says Major George Fielding Eliot in his 
masterly exposition of America’s defense 
problem, "The Ram parts We W a tc h ” : 
"The tradition of the American Navy 
has been ever to possess 
battleships 
of 
greater gun power and superior protec­ 
tion to those of 
contemporary 
foreign 
ships. 
For this speed has been sacrificed 
The battle line will not have as high a m a­ 
neuvering speed as that of other navies; 
but it will be able to stand a great deal 
more punishment." 
The new ships, the biggest and p re su m ­ 
ably most powerful sea fighting machines 
at present practical, a rr expected to be in 
keeping with 
this 
tradition. 
American 
naval engineers are second to none in the 
world. 
They may be relied upon to match 
anything which any potential 
foe 
can 
launch. 
President Roosevelt, it appears, was led 
to authorize the building of 
these 
fight, 
titans by reports that Japan was contem ­ 
plating battleships of 
larger 
size 
and 
weight than any of her 
present 
naval 
craft. 
The reports cannot 
be 
officially 
confirmed. 
But it is not the policy of the 
Navy to procrastinate in carrying out its 
wise tradition of possessing ships of g re a t­ 
er gun power and superior protection 
to 
those of any other country.

velt Adm inistration finally has awakened 
to the seriousness of Nazi-Fascist penetra­ 
tion in South America. 
Particularly worrisom e is the expansion 
of German and Italian air lines, some 
of 
them flying not far from 
the 
Panam a 
Canal. To offset this, a revolutionary plan 
bas been proposed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. 
Briefly, the plan calls for the establish­ 
ment of United States Government 
air­ 
lines in South America. It also calls for a 
monopoly of all air transport under 
one 
company in all the 20 republics of Latin 
America. 
During the first five years, the 
com­ 
pany would be owned and operated by the 
U. S. Government. Every German and Ital­ 
ian line in the southern continent would 
be bought up, or expropriated by the gov­ 
ernm ents affected. Then after five years. 
50 per cent of the company's stock would 
be turned over to the interested 
Latin 
American countries at cost price, and from 
that point on, the lines would be operated 
jointly, with profits divided. 
This plan wras proposed by 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics Authority to the State, War 
and Navy Departments, but already 
has 
met with such opposition that it 
prob­ 
ably w ill be vetoed.
